Chapter: Angevine Comes to America 


La Rochelle* in 1627 had 27,000 people. It was a sea-faring 
town and built ships;for its own use and for others. It boasted 
cotton mills, glass works, sugar refineries, and many other manufactures.... 
Among those glass makers and merchants in that city none had a higher 
reputation than Francis Angevine. He employed four guild men and nearly.. 
twenty young apprentices in his shop. As usual at that time this shop 
was close behind his home. This was not far from that famous Hotel-de-Ville 
reached by ae narrow lane from the next street in its rear. His father, 
Louis Angevine, now ailing from too hard application to his business, 
lived with hin. 


Frencis was 39 years old in 1627. He and his wife, Marie, 
rejoiced in their oldest son, Henry, named for the king of Navarre. | 
at sixteen, had become a most capable apprentice. This family had con 
from Angers, in the Duchy of Anjou, 100 miles to the northward, about 1550. 
As they lacked a surname, their new neighbors had dubbed them Angevines, 
from their old home, and that name stuck to them........Francis Angevine 
was Captain of a company of guards..... 


Henry, now 21, married Charlotte Guinere, daughter of Lovis Guinere. 
A year later they presented Francis with his first grandchild, a boy whom 
they called Louis...........louis grew up to become first an apprentice, 
then a full guild member. Presently he became one of the faaily fimn in 1653, 
when he was 20 years old. Five years later he, too, was married. His wife 
was Marguerite Chalons, daughter of a neighboring cotton-goods merchant. 


Louis and Marguerite became parents of the first Angevine to come 
to Americas and raise a family here. This was Zacharias, their first son, 
born in La Rochelle in 1664........he was apprenticed to a tailor...... He 
was already e guild member by 1682........When Zacherias was three years old 
the “holy” war against Protestantism broke out again in fury.......... 
Zacharias reached the age of twenty (1684) and took a wife ~ Anastasia 
Baptiste, who was eighteen. 


..+..-++.-And so in 1685 came the crisis, the Edict (of Nantes) 
Was revoked on October 17.......After a long and earnest discussion Anastasia 
and Zacharias set out early one evening in the Spring of 1686 to make their 
way to Holland. It was clear across France, many hundreds of weary miles, 
and they had a tiny boy to carry along...... their baby boy sickened and 
died north of Orleans. In Antwerp Anastasie gave out.....and was buried there.. 
They crossed the Meuse and Waal (Rhein) and were in Dordrecht, Holland, ........ 
where they were to live for two long years..........Zacharias had no trouble 
in supporting himself in his vocation as a tailor......but in December, 1688, 
he and nearly 150 other French Hucuenots set sail as passengers in two little 
ships for America.......their long trip was over February 22, 1689........ 
and they landed at New York City.

New York in 1689 was a smali city of some 4,000 souls..... 
most of those living here spoke Dutch....The Huguenots deci 
establish themseives in New York. They wanted a piace wh 
be by themselves, speak their ow (French) language...... Somehow they 
learned of an area on Tong Island Sound which was almost wnoccupied.... 
we do not know the exact date when these good people finally came to 
earth in what was to be their home, end that of their children énd of 
their childrens' children for generations to come. Nor do we know 
precisely how many of these people landed on that rocky Bonnefoy Point, 
which is now occupied by New Rochelie's Hudson Park. 


A stone marks their landing place, and a stone tablet carrie 
surnemes of some thirty families who comprised this group........one 90 
these names is Angevine..... 
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Finding it quite impossible to make a decent living at his trade, 
among his impoverished feliow refugees, Zacharias Angevine moved down to 
New York, in the Autumn of 1689. Here he prospered to such effect that he 
found it possible, shortly, to take a wife. On March 5, 1690, in the 
French Church in New York, he was married to Marie, daughter of Andre Naudin 
and his wife, Margaret. 


Zacharias and Marie resided in New York for some years, where 
he was made a Freeman December 16, 1695, and took oath of allegiance (to 
King William) in May of 1696. 


os-e+-.--dust as that century ran out, however, we find 
Zacharias and his wife back with their compatriots in New Rochelle. On 
December 23, 1701, a tract of 200 acres of land was scld to Zacharias, 
his brother-in-law Andre Naudin, Jr., and Louis Guion. This deed speils 
his name Zacarie and his brother-in-law's as Nodin; it refers to # 
"home lot and appurtenant land"........... 


From that time on his name appears frequently in Town Records 
of New Rochelle. Year after year he was elected to one minor Town office 
eiter another, and he was engaged in buying snd. selling land from time to 
time. Spelling his name Zachariah, he deeded 160 acres on March 26, 1713 
to his father-in-law, Andrew Noddin, Senior. To this transaction his wife, 
Mary (Marie) gave free consent on May 12, and this deed was recorded 
August 29, 1713. 


About this time Zacharie Langevin and others bought land from 
Joost de Barn; spelling of names here wes pretty much as free-and-easy as 
in Nieuw Amsterdam. 


These town offices seem to heve been elective, annually, ata 
Town Meeting held usually in April. Zacharias Angevine, here called Zacarie 
Angevin, was elected Constable in 1703 and every year after that to 1710. 
He was elected one of two Surveyors of Highways, April 3, 1711, again in 1712, 
1713, 1727, 1728 and 1733. These last two years Jean Coutant was the other 
men. He thus became pound-master in 1717, 1718, and 1727, being Surveyor 
also in that latter year. 
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in 71s he was one of two elected as Assessor, and in i719, with 
Jean Martin, as Fence Viewer. Later his office and dignity seem to have 
been advanced a bit, for on April 3, 1725, he was elected one of two 
Townmen. This taser was repeated next year, and again in 1731. As early 
as 1708 he appears as one of the town's freeholders, or citizens.......... 


Zacharias was a witness March 10, 1710/11, to a will of his 
neighbor, Isaac Mercier, which was not proved until February 11, 1747, for 
Isaac lived many years after he had signed it. 


In January of 1713 Zacharias was in a legal dispute with “Widow 
Suire" regarding fences between their lands. In 1720 he and Johannes Baerlth 
signed an agreement to keep in repair the fences between them, each a half..... 


Another land transaction took place October 4, 1718, when Zachariah 
bought a lot of some size from his brother-in-law, Andre Naudin, junior. In 
this case Zachariah agreed to protect Andre against any claim if “alienated”. 
Some time before this, on January 22, 1714/15, he was witness to a will 
signed by "widow" Ladue, a neighbor. And earlier yet, at Town Meeting of 
April 1, 1708, Zacharias was charged "to find Captain Branca, surveyor, to 
measure the lands of New Rochelle." 


Zacharias agreed with Andre Naudin, by a document signed on 
January 29, 1706, on a division of land they had bought from Joseph Deban. 
This consisted of two lots......."a little lot by the sea", of 18 acres, 
and a “big” lot of about 80 acres. This document, with a supplementary 
agreement was registered many years later, June 1, 1720. 


“Zachariah Angevine, Tailor", on April 18, 1738, sold a 25-acre 
lot in New Rochelle for 101 pounds, 5 shillings. Witnesses to this 
transaction were his son, Daniel, and Peter Moynot, a neighbor. 


Many years before this, es recorded on page 425 of Book C, was 
e deed of gift from his father-in-law, Andrew Naudin, Senior, dated April 19, 
1/07. This covered a piece of land in New Rochelle. For some reason not 
now known, this plot was deeded back to Mr. Naudin on May 12, next, by 
Zacheriah and his wife, Marie. 


On October 10, 1715, Zacharias end some others sold 32 acres in 
New Rochelle to Pierre Das, and Marie Anzevine renounced all rights in 
this plot. This deed was recorded more than a year later, November 7, 1716. 
Land deals seem to have been prominent features of life here in those days.... 


When Zacharias was elected Foundmaster, April 2, 1717, "it is 
further agreed that the rams shall be enclosed from first day of August until 
15th of October, and that they cannot run with the sheep." One year later, 
when he was re-elected, "in case the hogs are not yoked and ringed, Pierre 
Angevine and Sovering Bold are named to pound them." 
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On October 10, 1716, Zachariah had announced that his 
horses “are marked with the mark of New Rochelle -- NR." His cows 
had "right ear cut, the end being slit in interior; left ear cut at 
exterior in shape of an L. His pigs had same mark as his cows, and his 
sheep had their tails cut. This matter of identifying marks, just like 
Western brands on cattle, was needed because pasture was a "Common", or 
a field used by all men for their beasts. 


On January 20, 1736, Zacharie and his son, Daniel, were among 
twenty-six who signed a petition to close a road........... 


Zacharias was one of those active in membership of the 
Calvinistic Church after the "Conformation" of 1709, and until his death 
30 years later. His will was dated October 26, 1739, and was proved on 
January 17, 1740. For many years after this, various deeds made mention 
of his land holdings in New Rochelle.

Page 50 Frederick De Veaux(our Forefather) was born about the year 1645 
in the province of Aunis in France. When a boy of 12 or 14 years of age, he, 
with his parents and two brothers at least, set out from their homes to 
escape the various inflictions put upon cee by the authorities, and after 
much difficulty and suffering they arrived at Mannheim, in Germany. 


Their absence from their home soon became known to the king's 
murderous troopers, who trailed them over the country, and were so close 
on these Huguenot refugees that it was only by the friendship of a women 
that they escaped; after which they dared only to travel at night and hide 
in the day, and this with almost starvation among them, as they were not 
provided for such an emergency. 


The incident of their narrow escape has been handed dow throu 
the several generations of those who settled near New York, which eppeareda 
as follows: When the smell party ieft their home they made a rapid flight 
for several days and nights, and supposed they had a good start unknown to 
the authorities; then, by travelling through the forests as opportunity 
offered in the daytime, and the fields and bypaths at night, they had great 
hopes of having eluded any troops which might have been sent after then. 

On one occasion, however, they had become short of food and were almost 
starving, but on arriving near a friendly looking farmhouse early one 
morning one of the party cautiously advanced toward the house, when he saw 
& woman come out, who became very much alarmed when she discovered him. She, 
however, knew by his hazzard looks who and what he was, and what he wanted. 
She them motioned him to hide behind one of the small out-buildings in which 
SsWine were kept, when she turned back into the house, and in a few minutes 
brought out a pan of milk and made towards the pen as if to feed her hogs, 
but conveyed it around to him, at the same time informing him that there 
were a number of the kings troopers then lying asleep on the floor of her 
house who, no doubt, had been on their trail.

The Huguenot took the pan of milk and carried it to the others who 
were hid, when it was soon emptied by them. In the meantime the woman had 
returned with other food, gave it to them, and hurried them off in a new 
direction, and they safely arrived in the town of Mannheim, Germany, where 
they found some of the earlier fugitives of the family who had escaped at 
various periods before. 


Here Frederick de Veaux grew up to manhood and became enabled to 
enter into trade in the town, where he married about the year 1673. His wife, 
however, was not long his companion; death claimed her soon after. Being 
without children, and having received favorable accounts from America, he made 
up his mind to close his business and follow his brothers and other relatives, 
who had been several years in this new country, end whose continued glowing 
accounts had also induced other relatives and friends to emigrate at various 
periods to this land of peace and plenty. 


After having obtained the necessary passport from the magistrates 
of Mannheim, in 1675, he took passage for England, and from there came to New 
York, and soon after settled at Herlem, where on the 2th of June, 1677 (01d 
style), appears in the Dutch Church records the marriage of Fredrik du Voix, 
widower, to “Hester Tourneur daughter of Daniel Tourneur" of Harlem. 
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By this marriage he came into possession of a tract of land 
known efterwards as the “Cromwell Farm", located on the eastern shore of 
the cove into which “Cromwell Creek" connects with the Herlem River, near 
Central Bridge. 


The first four children of Frederick and his wife were also 
found recorded in the records of the Dutch Church. The first noticed 
were twins, born on the first day of May, 1678, a boy named Jacob, and 
a girl named Rachel. The boy was named after his father's youngest 
brother, Jacob. It was supposed that the boy died young; no further 
account of him. Esther follows, born May 8, 1680; next Susannah, born 
July 1, 1682, and then appears (perhaps not in their order) Frederick, 
Daniel, Abel, Mary, Leah, Dineh, Joseph, Judith, Abigail. 


In 1694 Frederick purchased the neck of land (afterwards known 
as Devoe's Point) which connected McComb's Dam (now Central Bridge) on the 
east end across the Harlem River, from Williem Bickley, Senr., who held a 
patent for it, which contained 184 acres, for which Frederick agreed to pay 
14 pounds, and to have three years to pay for it, as shown in the following 
OMANIGRGS, 6023 afSiw ie eam wis eo 


_ Two years after (1730) he is found boarding with his son-in-law, 
Andrew Naudain, at New Rochelle, with whom he resided until a few months 
before his death, which occurred in the month of. November, 1743, at the 
house of his son, Daniel, at Morrisania, or town of Westchester. 


_ The inventory of his money, bonds, goods, etc. after his death 
shows that for that period he was a man of considerable wealth, as also by

John Eakin was born in 177i, in Northern Ireland, 


probably 
in County Downe. He was a cabinet maker and a stone mason, probably of 
Scotch descent. He came to America in 1800, leaving behind his wife, 


Sarah Morrow (b. 1778 in Ireland), who lived in Morrow Castle, 7 miles 
from Belfast, and whom he married that same year. He returned to 
Ireland in 1806 to get his wife, and brought her back to the United 
States in a sailing vessel, a trip of six weeks. 


They lived in a house st Center and -Hester Streets (217 Hester 
Street), New York City. When sold, in the 1890's, this house brought 
$29,000. John Eakin made an exact model of this house for a doll house 
for his daughter, Sareh Jane Fakin.** 


John Eakin died March 21, 1847, and is buried in Trinity 
Cemetery of the Church of the Intercession, 155th Street and Broadway, 
New York City.

The Ferris Family was originally from Leicestershire, England, 
and descended from the house of Feriers, Ferrerr, Ferreis, or Ferris, the 
first member of which (in England) was Henry de Feriers, the son of 
Guelchelme de Feriers, Master of the House of the Duke of Normandy, who 
obtained of the Conqueror large grants of land in the counties of 
Staffordshire, Derbyshire, and Leicestershire. It is said he took an 
- active part in the Battle of Hastings, having invaded England with the 
Conqueror. 


From Guelchelme de Feriers and William de Ferers, Earl of Derby, 
descended the Ferrers of Groby, who bore for their paternal coat of arms 
gu seven mascles or, a canton erm, while their Westchester descendants 
carried gu a fleur de lis or, a canton erm with a crescent for the 
difference. 


Jeffrey Ferries, or Ferris, is first heard of in Watertown, 
Massachusetts, where he was edmitted a freeman May 6, 1635. He must have 
been residing at Fairfield, Connecticut at the time of his death, according 
to the extract taken from the Probate record. 


It is very evident that Jeffrey Ferries or Ferres, removed from 
Watertown, Massachusetts to Wethersfield, Connecticut, thence to Stamford, 
Connecticut in 1640, and became an original freeholder. The history of 
Stamford by Huntington, says at page 31 he was made freemen in Bostcon in 
1635; ceme with first settlers and received 10 acres assignment of land. 
Savage says he was from Watertown, Massachusetts, where he was made freeman, 
thence to Wethersfield, and from Wethersfield in 1656, one of the 11 Greenwich 
men who petitioned to be accepted under the New Haven jurisdiction. Will 
probated in Fairfield as heretofore stated, January 6, 1664, etc. 


Tradition invests the immigration of this family to this country 
with the lives of romantic adventure. The ancestress, who was also high born, 
following her lover out into this western world to share with him here the 
fortunes which English aristocracy would not allow. 


Jeffrey died 31 May, 1666, and Susannah, his first wife, died at 
Greenwich, December 23, 1660.

While 
yet on shipboard this company bound themselves into a "Plantation 
Covenant" to "sit down and join themselves together in one certain 
plantation", and they soon after settled at Guilford, choosing the 
borders of the Sound for the special reagon that there they would be 
out of the jurisdiction of the Connecticut Colony. From the first they 
suspected that Colony of serious defection from Puritan principles and 
practice, and sought to maintain their purity and independence by 
putting this safe distance between them and the heresy. ; 


Robert Kitchel was a leader in this community. His name 
stands first among the signatures to the "Plantation Covenant", his 
designation "Mr." being equivalent in English usage at this time to 
Gentleman Commoner, or some such rank of sub-noble dignity. There is 
evidence that he was a man of considerable estate. The Guilford 
settlers were generally men of character, culture and substance. 
Several of them were of University training, and he held a large place 
among them in ell trusts and dignities. 


But their hope of security failed them, and in 1666, he and 
his son, Samuel, with others of like spirit from Guilford, Bradford, 
Milford, and New Haven, broke up and removed to New Jersey, where they 
were emong the leading settlers at Newark. 


Margaret, widowed in 1672, removed to Greenwich, Connecticut 
in 1678, and died there in 1682.

It is quite true that Iobert Kitchell of Rolvenden, Kent, a 
widower, and Margaret Sheafe of Tenterden, Kent, maiden, aged 30, did 
marry at Rolvenden, 21 July, 1632. It is also true that Edmund Shaefe 
in his will appointed “Robert Kitchell my wifes eldest sonne”™ one of the 
overseers. But be it noted that the will was drawn in 1625, nearly seven 
years before Robert Kitchell married Margaret Sheafe. Hence, Kitcheli*s 
subsequent marriage to a Sheafe girl can in no way explain Edmund Shaefe*s 
reterence’ to him as his wife's eldest son............. 


Edmund Sheafe clearly mentioned his wife's five children and the 
husbands of her three daughters, and also in another passage her eldest son, 
Robert Kitchell. The obvious conclusion is that Joan Jordan was a widow 
when she married Sheafe, that she had had a Kitchell husband, and that she 
was the mother (before marrying Sheafe) of Robert Kitchell, three girls, and 
‘one other child, presumably a boy. 


"Jhon" Kitchell was married to "Jhone" Jordan 17 May, 1596, at 
St. George's Church, Beckenham, Kent. Their children were not recorded in 
that parish, and a great deal of searching was required to establish the 
fact that John Kitchell was a yeoman of Hayes, Kent. He had the following 
children recorded in the Hayes register:

Robert Kitchel, who, with John Hoodley, came from Rolvenden 
in Kent (Miscellen. Geneal et Herald.) was born in 1604. He was one of 
the leaders ot the Colony, and was a man of education and means. At the 
age of 28 he married his wife, Margaret Sheafe, who was perhaps the 
daughter of Edmund Shaefe by Jane Challock (whose marriage took place in 
1599), or by Joan Jordan. The precise date of the marriage of Joan 
Jordan is still unknown, though it probably must have been in 1599 or 
1600, as her eldest son, Hamman, wes born about 1600. And yet there are

The pretty town of Shelburne was settled by Loyalists from 
New York in 1783 and to show its meteoric rise we find that in 1785, 
two years after the first colonists arrived, there were 3000 houses, 
fifteen streets from North to South, and thirty from East to West, and 
the number of inhabitants amounted to 13,000. Opposite the harbor, a 
few miles from the town, was at the same time a colony of negroes - 
mostly slaves - in a village called Birchtowm. These numbered about 
eleven hundred. 


For a few years the tow prospered. There were many men of 
wealth among the loyalists, but as there was no business enterprise started, 
dissetisfaction soon spread among those who had to work for their living. 
Rumselling was the only thriving business in the new town, and a great deal 
of rioting and rowdyism was the consequence. It was not long then before 
the exodus began, which reduced to nothing what had promised to be the 
capital of Nova Scotia.........

Isabella McNichol came to New York City to live with 
her sister, Margaret, until she met and warried James Bard, on 
Wednesday evening, March 9, 1808. The service was conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. Parkinson in New York City. When her husband died of 
typhoid fever in 1827, Isabella Bard opened the first rooming house 
in New York City. It was near Trinity Church, and the artist, 
Gilbert Stuart, was one of the lodgers. 


Later Isabella Bard beceme the matron of the Woman's 
Division of Sing Sing Prison. She died in Ossining, New York, 
August 1, 1879, and was buried in Dale Cemetery, Ossining.

Chapter NAUDIN FAMILY 


Andre Naudin (spelled variously Nodine, Noddin, etc.) was 
said to have been a native of La Tremblade*, end born in 1642. This 
little town lies on the sea-coast of the Bay of Biscay at the mouth of 
the Saudre River, about 35 miles south of La Rochelle. Whether his 
daughter, Marie, who married Zacharias** wags born there also, we do not 
know. Andre moved from New York to New Rochelle some time after that 
marriage, buying from Gabriel Le Boyteulx in 1694, a "home lot with 
appurtenant land". 


In common with other residents of New Rochelle, Andre received - 
Letters of Denization (evidently of citizenship) on February 6, 1696. 
These covered himself and his two sons......Andre, junior and Louis. 
Pursuant to official order, in January, 1698, he signed an oath of 
allegiance. No will was found after his death. He was listed in 1698 
Census as 57 years old; his wife, Margaret, was then 52 He was elected 
a Towrnan in 1703, and re-elected in the next three successive years. In 
1711 he was named Collector (of taxes); and on August 2, 1710, he was 
appointed a member of a Committee to locate a site for the English Church.

Zacharish Angevin and wife, Mary, 
were given in the same census.** 


Andrew (1) Naudin, Senr. deeded to son-in-law Zachariah 
Angevin, both of New Rochelle, land in New Rochelle, April 19, 1707. 
Zachariah Angevin and wife, Mary, deeded back the same May 12, 1707.*** 


Andre (1) Naudain was one of the nominated Trustees appointed 
by His Excellency, Robert Hunter, for the building of a church at New 
Rochelle, “Signed in pursuance of Lysence" August 10, 1710****.

A persistent effort to trace the line of his progenitors 
involving much time and a large expense, has proved unsuccessful. He 
was born in the city of London, or in its vicinity, in 1601, and was 
there married about the year 1622. His son, Jeremiah, was his only child 
at the time of his emigration. He was one of the sake) proprietors of 
New Haven, his autograph signature being affixed to the fundamental 
Agreement or Constitution Blah June 4, 1639, for the govermnent of the 
infant colony. He was admitted a freeman of the colony October 20, i6):0; 
was a merchant by Se eS and a trustee, treasurer, and the eel 
business agent of the Colony Collegiate School, established on the basis of 
the Hopkins Fund. He is usually named in the records with the title of "Mr.", 
then a prefix of respect and distinction; and from 1659 until his decease 
Was a deacon of the church in New Haven. His wife, Elizabeth, died Dec. 5, 
1683, and he subsequently married Sarah, the Stan of William Holt, and died 
October 4, 1694, at the advanced age of 93 years. His children were all by 
his first wife, and were 1)Jereniah, 2) John, 3) Joseph, and 4) Elizabeth, 
all of whom, together with his second wife, survived him, and are named in 
his last Will and Testament. His home iot, of about an acre, and his 
dweliing house and shop or store in New Haven, wery, at the time of his 
decease, on the southeasterly side of, and fronting on, Church street; the 
lot extending from Centre street northerly in front on Church street towards

Chapel street about one hundred feet, and extended easterly from Church street 


a few feet beyond Orange street. The front on Church street is now covered 
by the Connecticut Savings Bank-building on the corner of Church street and 
Center street, the “Clark” building, so called, and the building known as the 
Odeon. His grave is in that part of the old burial ground now under the 
Center Church in New Haven. His gravestone, however, is in the new 
cemetery in the northern part of the town, having, with the monuments and 
tombstones of others whose graves are covered by the said church, been 


removed thither in 1821.

(2) Jeremiah was born in the city of London, England, or its 
vicinity, in 1623, from whence, ‘in 1637, he came with his father to this 
country. Little is known of his early history, except that he had a good 
education,-acquired in part before he left England. Ee is said by Cotton 
Mather to have been bred at Harvard College, but, though probably a 
student, his name does not appear in the catalogue of the graduates of 
that institution. He married Johannah Kitchell, a daughter of Robert* 
Kitchell, of Guilford, Conn., Nov. 12, 1656. He was then, and for some 
time previously had been, preaching or teaching school at Guilford, and 
he continued to be thus engaged until 1660, when he was invited to take 
charge of the Collegiate school at New Haven, Conn. This was a colony 
school, and had been instituted by the General Court, in 1659. It was 
open to students from other colonies, and in it were to be taught Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew, and young men fitted for college. He accepted the 
invitation, and removing from Guilford to New Haven, entered upon his 
duties as its instructor and continued to discharge the same until the 
summer of 1661, when the school. was temporarily suspended for want of 
adequate support. It was revived, however, efter a few years, and has 
continued and flourished until the present day under the name of the 
Hopkins Grammar School. In the autwmn of 1661 he was invited to preach 
at Saybrook, Conn., where there is much reason to suppose that he was 
ordained, and where he settled as a minister, succeeding Rev. James Fitch; 
the agreement of settlement being dated September 25, 1661. After a few 
years there was some dissatisfaction with his ministry, and a misunderstand- 
ing as to the provisions of his egreement of settlement, which being 
amicably arranged he left Saybrook removing to Guilford early in 1666. He 
was then, and for some time had been, together with numerous other 
ministers and churches in the New Haven and Connecticut Colonies decidedly 
opposed to what was called the “Half-way Covenant," adopted by the General 
Synod of 1662, and with many of the leading ministers and the people of 
the New Haven Colony was especially and irreconcilably hostile to the 
Union of the New Haven and Connecticut Colonies under the charter of Charles 
II, which, however, after a protracted struggle, was finally effected in 
1665, and he resolved to emigrate from the colony. Removing from Guilford 
in 1666, he became one of the first settlers of Newark, N.J. His home lot 
and residence in Newark were on the northeasterly corner of Market and 
Mulberry streets. He does not appear to have officiated as a minister at 
Newark. He preached to the neighboring people of Elizabethtown soon after 


*Robert Kitchell came to New Haven in the company of Eaton, Davenport and 
others, in 1638, and in 1639 settled in Guilford, Conn., being a prominent 
man and one of the first planters of that town. He was one of those who 
migrated from the New Haven Colony to Newark, N.J., in 1666, where he died 
about 1672. His only son, Samuel, migrated thither ebout the same time, 
died there April 26, 1790 and was a man of high standing and respectability.

He then 
eed preaching in Waterbury, Conn., and having received and accepted 
the unanimous invitation of the poets of that town to settle with them 
in the ministry, he removed thither early in 1690, and became the first 
settled minister of the church in Waterbury in 1691. He was then nearly 
seventy years of age. In a few years his health gradually failed, but he 
continued the pastor of the church and discharged the most of his official 
duties until his decease at Waterbury, June 7, 1699. He seems to have 
possessed considerable energy and ability, and to have been a man of much 
usefulness, both as a teacher and minister in the frontier settlements, 
among the early colonists of this country. His wife survived him, and 
died in Waterbury in 1711. His Will, dated Jan. 14, 1696-7, and that of 
his wife, dated Oct. 7, 1696, (in the form of Deeds of Gift) are recorded, 
the former at page 6 and the latter at page 103 of Volume I. of the 
Waterbury Land Records.

The name of Samuel Peck, as well as that of his wife, has 
occurred frequently in the preceding pages of this history, and both 
are often met with upon our town records. In his day Mr. Peck was 
probably the most influential man in the settlement. He was the son 
of Rev. Jeremiah Peck, and was born in 1656.

My father's mother, Hermmine Selinger Smith, was born in 
Gottenheim, Freiburg, Germany, in 1632. She came across the 
Atlantic in a sailing vessel when she was about nineteen, with her 
husband, Friedrich Schmitt, who spelled his name Frederic Smith in 
this country. They lived on Christopher Street in New York, where 
he owned a bakery. He died in 1910, she in 1916. 


Grandma Smith was a sweet-looking little old lady, with blue 
eyes and hair parted in the middle. She had a musical voice, and I 
can remember her singing "It's a Long Way to Tipperary" as a duet with 
my little sister. We children lived next door to her in the summers, 
on Grenell Island, St. Lawrence River, and we would stand and watch 
her as she worked in her flower-bed of Sweet Williams, with her two 
faithful dachshunds, Hansel and Gretel, at her side. Grandma Smith's 
great achievement in life was the raising and educating of her five 
talented children.* Uncle Frank Eugenes, an artist, whose paintings 
are at the New York Historical Society, later became Professor of 
artistic photography at the University of Leipzig; Aunt Kal and Amne 
were both college graduates and teachers, the former a contralto 
soloist at Grace Church; Uncle Fred, educated abroad, was a first 
violinist in the New York Philharmonic Society for many years; and 
my father, Robert Frederic Smith, became a mathematician. 


‘Papa adored his mother, as he also did his wife. He resembled 
his mother in his small stature, bright blue eyes and blond hair, and 
also in his personality - a hard-working, conscientious, frugal man, 
the soul of honor - he would always pay his bills the very day they 
were received. Papa was shy, reserved, and extremely kind, greatly 
respected by all who knew him. He was born in New York on October 7, 
1867, graduated from the College of the City of New York in 1887 with 
honors, was elected to Phi Beta Kappa, and received his M.A. degree 
from New York University.

Isaac Varian (1), the first of the name in the United States, 
appears as a butcher in the City of New York in the year 1720*, located 
in the "Old Slip Market". The place of his nativity (as is frequently 
the case in regard to original emigrants) is unknown, except through 
tradition, which varies among the different branches of his posterity; 
some claiming his antecedents as French, others attributing his origin 
to Holland, + while others hold that he emigrated hither from the north of 
Ireland. I am inclined to believe that the family originated in France, 
but am of the opinion thst the ancestors emigrated to Holland about the 
time of the revocation of the Edict of Nantes** and were established in 
Holland some years prior to his advent in America. This would seem to 
be quite probable from the affiliations formed in New York by himself and 
his children. The idea of his Irish origin may possibly be supported by 
the existence of the name "Isaac" in several generations of the family in 
that country. Either of these theories are but suppositions, and 
unsupported by any evidence yet discovered, except what is contained 
within these pages. 


Isaac Varian was admitted ss a "freeman" of the City of New 
York, Jan. 23, 1733...He followed the vocation of a butcher in that city 
for many years, and has always been regarded as one of the "fathers of 
the guild" in Manhattan. He was lessee of Stand No. 3 in the "Fly Market" 
in 1750, and had occupied the same since 10 Dec., 1735. In 1737-8 he was 
& member of the military company of Capt. eae ae Van Horne. He owned a 
negro, "Worcester", who was implicated in the "Great Negro Plot" in 174, 
and for which crime said African was transported. In 1784 he appears as a 
petitioner for the establishment by Richard Deane of a public slaughter 
house on the North River. He is also probably identical with Isaac Varian, 
butcher, who resided or was in business at 105 Queen Street; 33 Bowery Lane, 
1790; 35 Bowery Lane, 1791; 38 Bowery Lane 1792-3; 61 Bowery Lane 1795-7; 
98 Bowery Lane, 1798. 


He accumulated considerable property, and deceased at his residence 
on Bowery lane, about the year 1800. He was married in the old Dutch Church 
in New York, 12 Aug. 1732, to Elizabeth de Vouw***, who survived him ana 
deceased at an advanced age in 1828.
